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Dot  Franklin  and  the  Colettes 

The  mother  of  all  Colettes  didn't  know  how  to  dance  when  she 
got  married,  but  she  helped  create  a  nationally  famous  dance 
group  patterned  after  the  renowned  Rockettes.  Dorothy  "Dot" 
Franklin  and  her  husband,  band  director  Ralph  Franklin,  brought 
major  changes  to  band  performances  in  Mississippi  and  across 
America. 

Co-Lin's  dancing  drill  team  was  the  first  in  Mississippi  and  the 
third  in  the  nation.  Only  the  Kilgore  College  (Texas)  Rangerettes, 
formed  in  1939-40,  and  the  Tyler  Junior  College  (Texas)  Apache 
Belles  preceded  Co-Lin's  precision  team,  Dot  Franklin  remem- 
bered. 

They  were  first  called  the  Colettes  in  the  1949-50  school  year. 
Prior  to  that,  the  group  was  known  as  the  dancing  majorettes.  The 
Hinds  Community  College  Hi-Steppers  also  claim  to  be  number 
three  and  the  first  in  the  state.  However,  their  web  site  says  the 
group  is  only  in  its  52nd  year. 

"He  was  into  entertaining,"  Dot  said  describing  her  husband's 
involvement  in  creating  innovative  band  performances.  Franklin 
had  been  band  director  at  Jefferson  Military  School  before  com- 
ing to  Co-Lin,  she  said.  There,  with  the  help  of  a  good  drum 
major,  he  had  the  all  male  band  dancing  during  performances, 
Franklin  explained. 

Husband  Wrote  the  Book 

At  Co-Lin  the  two  Franklins  created  a  unique  dance  group  with 
props  and  pioneering  uniforms.  Ralph  Franklin  literally  wrote  the 
book  on  band  performances.  He  and  Kenneth  Carruth  wrote  a 
book,  "Props  Make  the  Band  Show,"  in  1957.  Carruth  worked  in 
the  career-tech  division  at  Co-Lin.  It  became  a  manual  for  build- 
ing and  using  props  to  enhance  band  performances. 

Dot  met  her  husband  when  he  brought  the  Co-Lin  orchestra  to 
perform  at  Arlington  School  in  Lincoln  County.  After  having 
spent  two  years  at  Blue  Mountain  College,  she  was  teaching  mu- 
sic for  $80  per  year.  "He  always  said  he  'fell  in  love  at  first  sight,'" 
she  remembered. 

They  married  a  year  later,  but  their  life  was  interrupted  as  a  result 
of  Pearl  Harbor  and  Franklin's  entrance  into  the  military.  "I 
didn't  know  how  to  dance  when  we  got  married,"  she  said.  Ralph 
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was  in  the  military  orchestra  before  going  to  India 
and  played  at  the  Jackson  Airbase.  It  was  there  that 
soldiers  taught  her  to  dance.  "I  guess  I  had  rhythm," 
Franklin  explained. 

First  Head  Colette 

"Dot  taught  us  all  the  steps,"  Mary  Little  Peevey, 
the  first  head  Colette,  said.  "Not  everyone  thought 
we  should  be  out  there,"  Peevey  said  explaining  the 
changes  in  uniform  and  dances  they  did.  She  said  it 
"helped  reduce  the  criticism  because  there  was  a  lady 
(Dot)  working  with  the  girls." 


"That  year  when  we  appeared  in 
parades,  it  almost  caused  a  riot 


Peevey  was  the  first  to  wear  satin  shorts.  "My  mother 
made  the  costume  and  thought  it  was  ok,  so  it  was 
alright  with  me,"  she  said.  Prior  to  that  time,  the  ma- 
jorettes wore  short  skirts. 

Clyde  Wilson,  former  band  director  at  Co-Lin  and  a 
student  band  member  when  the  Colettes  were  cre- 
ated, remembered,  "that  year  when  we  appeared  in 
parades,  it  almost  caused  a  riot  with  young  men  run- 
ning beside  the  band  to  keep  watching  her." 

Peevey  said  that  she  never  really  had  a  problem.  "They 
were  all  very  nice,"  she  said.  "Our  performances  were 
an  event  and  we  were  well  received. 

Dot  eventually  made  a  purchase  of  shorts  and  shirts 
from  McRae's  department  store  in  Jackson.  "They 
were  short  but  not  too  short,"  she  said.  Dot  hand 
printed  "Colettes"  on  the  front  of  each  turtle-neck 
shirt. 

Props  were  a  big  part  of  each  performance.  In  one 
show  Dot  had  39  girls  on  the  football  field  doing 
figure  eights  on  bicycles.  They  performed  across 
the  South  and  Washington,  D.  C.  A  Miami  Herald 


newspaper  reported,  "Co-Lin  Street  Serenades  Keep 
Miami  Agog,"  after  the  band  and  Colettes  marched  in 
a  parade  in  that  city.  The  band  and  Colettes  gave  37 
performances  before  Christmas  one  year  during  that 
period. 

Ed  Sullivan  Show  Appearance 

Their  reputation  eventually  landed  them  on  the 
Ed  Sullivan  "Toast  of  the  Town"  variety  show.  That 
opportunity  came  after  a  performance  in  Mobile,  Ala- 
bama, at  the  Senior  Bowl.  They  danced  on  the  show 
in  different  colored  uniforms  made  from  a  material 
that  glowed  under  a  black  light,  Franklin  said. 

"I  don't  know  how  I  did  it,"  the  Brookhaven  High 
School  graduate  said.  "We  had  three  sons  and  lived  in 
faculty  housing."  Dot  later  went  back  to  school  and 
completed  her  undergraduate  and  master's  degrees 
and  taught  music  in  the  public  school  system. 

She  now  lives  in  Cleveland  a  few  blocks  from  Delta 
State  University.  After  leaving  Co-Lin,  Ralph  Frank- 
lin, now  deceased,  became  band  director  at  Delta 
State.  She  said  she  attends  two  Bible  studies  each 
week  and  plays  bridge  about  once  a  week.  "I  also  go 
to  the  hairdresser,"  she  said  and  laughed. 

Dot  Franklin  was  made  the  first  member  of  the  Co- 
Lin  Band  and  Colette  Alumni  Association  when  it 
was  formed  at  the  2006  Homecoming. 


1950  Colettes 

Carmen  Miranda's  "Cialito   Undo" 
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Co-Lin  band  and  Colette  aiumni  have  organized  an 
alumni  chapter  with  goals  ranging  from  establishing  a 
hall  of  fame  to  providing  a  scholarship.  A  large  num- 
ber of  alumni  met  during  homecoming  to  establish 
the  chapter  and  elect  officers. 

Charlie  McCall  of  McCall  Creek,  a  1963  graduate 
and  member  of  the  band,  was  elected  president.  John- 
nie Ruth  Carpenter  Carlisle  of  Wesson,  a  1963  gradu- 
ate and  a  Colette,  was  selected  as  vice-president.  Shel- 
ley Smith  Huskey,  also  a  Colette  and  a  1996  graduate, 
will  serve  as  the  first  secretary.  She  is  a  chemistry 
instructor  on  the  Wesson  campus  and  serves  as  the 
current  Colette  and  color  guard  instructor. 

Under  the  Band  and  Colette  Alumni  Chapter's 
bylaws,  the  organization  will  have  a  board  of  direc- 
tors with  two  members  from  each  of  five  decades  of 
participants  in  the  band  program.

In  the  Deep  South,  using  the  right  word  is  as 
important  as  breathing. 

So  says  Carolyn  Vance  Smith  of  Copiah-Lincoln  Com- 
munity College,  Natchez  campus,  founder  of  the  annual 
Natchez  Literary  and  Cinema  Celebration  and  co-chair- 
man of  the  conference  since  its  beginning  in  1990. 

"To  explore  the  way  we  talk  and  write  in  the  South,  the 
18th  annual  Celebration  will  use  the  theme  of 'Southern 
Accents:   Language  in  the  Deep  South,'  "  Smith 
said. 

The  conference,  which  has  won  national  awards  for 
humanities  programming,  is  free  of  charge.  It  annu- 
ally attracts  hundreds  of  people  who  love  books  and 
the  opportunity  to  talk  about  them,  Smith  said. 

Conference  dates  are  Feb.  22-25,  2007,  with  headquar- 
ters at  the  Natchez  Convention  Center. 

A  highlight  of  the  conference  is  a  two-part  program  by 
U.S.  Sen.  Thad  Cochran  (R.-Miss.),  Washington,  D.C., 
and  David  Sansing,  professor  of  history  emeritus  at  The 
University  of  Mississippi. 


Cochran's  program  is 
called  "The  Sound  and  the 
Fury:   Southern  Voices  in 
the  United  States  Senate." 
Sansing  will  discuss  lan- 
guage used  by  U.S.  Senator 
L.Q.C.  Lamar  of  Missis- 
sippi, the  subject  of  a  new 
book  he  is  writing. 


Another  conference  high- 
light is  a  two-part  program  about  famous  Southern 
preachers  by  award-winning  author  Will  Campbell  of 
Mt.  Juliet,  Tenn.,  and  Charles  Reagan  Wilson,  director 
of  the  Center  for  the  Study  of  Southern  Culture  at  The 
University  of  Mississippi. 

Yet  another  highlight  is  a  program  called  "Poetry  for 


the  People:  The  Lyrics  of  Country  Music  and  American 
Social  Change"  by  musicians  Tricia  Walker  and  Davis 
Raines. 

Walker,  a  Co-Lin  graduate,  is  the  new  head  of  the  Delta 
Music  Institute  at  Delta  State  University,  Cleveland, 
Miss.  Raines  is  a  singer/songwriter  of  Nashville,  Tenn. 
During  their  program,  they  will  perform  country  songs 
to  illustrate  their  research. 

Other  programs  will  address  Southern  speech  as  used  by 


characters  in  the  works  of  Richard  Wright  and  William 
Faulkner;  word  play  beloved  by  Eudora  Welty;  dialect 
and  messages  in  Negro  spirituals;  writings  of  humorists 
such  as  Mark  Twain  and  Robert  St.  John;  and  the  way 
Hollywood  approaches  Southern  accents  in  films,  Smith 
said. 

Concerts,  films,  a  play  about  Mark  Twain,  receptions, 
meals,  writing  workshops,  book  signings  and  a  writing 
award  ceremony  will  also  be  included  in  the  event. 

Former  Mississippi  Gov.  William  Winter  will  again  serve 
as  master  of  ceremonies,  something  he  has  done  all  18 
years  of  the  conference. 

Co-sponsoring  the  NLCC  with  Co-Lin  are  the  Natchez 
National  Historical  Park,  Mississippi  Department  of 
Archives  and  History  and  Mississippi  Public  Broadcast- 
ing. Financial  assistance  is  provided  by  the  Mississippi 
Humanities  Council,  the  National  Endowment  for  the 
Humanities,  Adams  County  Board  of  Supervisors  and 
numerous  other  agencies.

For  as  long  as  he  can  remember, 
Marcus  Frazier  has  always  looked 
at  life  a  different  way  from  most 
people. 

The  Co-Lin  Natchez  graduate 
viewed  people,  places  and  things 
through  the  lens  of  his  camera,  try- 
ing to  capture  a  mood,  an  essence,  a 
moment. 

"You  could  ask  some  of  my  class- 
mates from  the  third  grade  and 
they'll  tell  you  I've  been  drawing, 
or  puttering  with  something  all  my 
life,"  Frazier  said. 

"When  taking  a  photograph,  I  think 
what's  in  the  back  of  my  mind  is 
another  champion  for  my  collec- 
tion, though  what's  really  bubbling 
up  there  is,  'Get  it  right  before  it's 
gone,"'  said  Frazier,  whose  photo- 
graphs were  exhibited  in  the  Willie 
Mae  Dunn  Library  on  the  Natchez 
Co-Lin  campus  last  fall. 

"I  think  photography  is  something 
that's  been  building  up  since  1996 
when  I  returned  home  (to  Natchez) 
from  California.  I  grew  up  being 
able  to  see  the  sunsets  over  the  river 
from  my  front  porch,  and  when 
I  saw  it  for  the  first  time  after  the 
three  months  in  boot  camp,  I  had 
to  get  me  a  camera  so  I'd  have  visual 
aid  when  I  told  people  about  my 


neighbor  the  mighty  Mississippi." 
He  would  share  those  photographs 
with  friends  in  the  Marine  Corps, 
but  it  wasn't  until  he  returned  to 
Natchez  that  he  became  truly  pas- 
sionate about  photography.  After 
graduating  from  Co-Lin  Natchez  in 
2005,  he  attended  the  University  of 
Southern  Mississippi. 

"I  attempted  to  take  some  classes 
over  the  years  but  this  (love  of 
photography)  didn't  actually  happen 
until  January  2005  at  University  of 
Southern  Mississippi,  and  I've  been 
addicted  ever  since.  There  really  was 
no  decision,  it  just  took  over,"  he 
said. 

"I  visited  Italy  for  three  weeks  dur- 
ing the  summer  of  2005  with  an  art 
class  from  USM.  It  was  wonderful; 
everything  I  expected  and  so  much 
more.  We  spent  time  in  Rome,  Flor- 
ence, Milan  and  other  cities.  One 
automatically  thinks  ruins,  cathe- 
drals, mozzarella,  and  wine;  but  the 
diversity  of  cultures  was  astonishing. 
Egyptian,  Swedes,  Africans,  and 
the  infamous  Gypsies  ...  Another 
thing  that  hit  me  by  surprise  was 
that  nothing  really  seemed  old; 
everything  was  as  full  of  life  as  any 
American  city  I've  visited." 

Frazier  said  two  photographers  have 
influenced  him.  "I  would  have  to 
say  that  I  have  much  admiration  for 
Henri'  Cartier  Bresson,  a  French 
photographer  from  the  mid  1900s, 
and  Roy  DeCarava,  an  Afro-Ameri- 


can photographer  who  is  known  for 
capturing  life  in  Harlem." 

If  he  had  his  choice  of  anywhere  in 
the  world  to  take  pictures,  Frazier 
said,  "I  think  it  would  be  more 
exciting  to  be  blindfolded  and  let 
someone  drop  me  off  somewhere 
with  50  rolls  of  film,  necessities,  and 
just  let  me  do  my  thing." 

Frazier  said,  "In  the  near  future  I 
plan  to  really  get  my  photography  to 
work  for  me,  you  know,  bring  in  at 
least  as  much  income  as  it  takes  out. 
I  plan  to  do  this  through  sales  of  im- 
ages, stock  photography  (leasing  to 
design  firms),  and  commissions. 

"I've  only  been  at  it  a  year  and  eight 
or  nine  months  or  so,  and  to  have 
my  first  solo  exhibition  already  is  a 
big  thing.  It  has  been  done  before 
so  early  in  an  artist's  career,  but  you 
see  it  more  often  in  the  timelines  of 
the  'Greats';  this  is  my  chance  to  see 
how  great  I  am."
